Wlngate, the senator and the 
Masaachusett* candidate for 
president- -toiling u they all did 
among the granite hompa - of New 
Hampshire — was ever noted for bis ac- 
cumulation of cash or property.

Went to Sea for Two Year*. 

Oa hi* graduation at the Annapolis 
Naval Academy, youna John Wln- 
gate Week* went to sea for a cruiee 
of two year*. Seventy men were In 
his class, but than waa room for only 

10 of them la the navy.. The navy 
itself consisted of but Ova ateam ves- 
sels classed, a* first-rates, and tbey 
were obsolete and unfit for actlv* 
duty.. George Barnett. his room mat*. 
went into the 'Marine Corps and I* 
now a major genera! and ths -com- 
mandant of that branch of the naval 
service. 

In Florida, where be bad been en- 
gaged as a surveyor on • railroad, the 
late Midshipman Week* learned that 
an old firm la Boiton was going out 

of business. One .Of the partner* bad 
died and another had become blind. 
Henry Homhlower, a son of one at 
the partner*, and the youthful Mr. 
Week* bought the business, the 
ter borrowing the money with which 
to begin hi* career a* a banker and 
broker. ' 

Hornblower acted for the firm on 
the Boor of the Boston Stock 
change. Week* kept the book* and 
waited on (he customer* ** they ap- 
peared. In a few year* tbe two young 
men had office* all over New England 
and tn cities a* far away a* Chicago. 

"1 got my Drat valuable business 
Idea from ■ famous New T^utland 
dressmaker," Captain Week* laid to 
the writer of this artlel "A' friend 
wlio came to spend the night at our 
bouse wa* talking to Mrs. Week* 
while I vts reading a newspaper, I 
heard her .say that she bad bought a 
dress tn Boston, and that soon after. 
On returning to the store, the pro- 
prietor, noticing her at the counter, 
aiked if ihe had purchased the drew 
she wa* wearing at his establishment 
On learning that she had, he said: 

" 'It la not right. , Please give your 
name and addre.s to the clerk and we 
ahall correct the matter at once.' 
A Story of Great Blow.

Three rears ago.- following at one* 
his election to ths upper House of 
Congress, Captain Weeks Bold Out to 
his partner* and disposed of every In- 
torest that might be thought, even In- 
directly, to Influence hla Judgment aa 
a lawmaker. It It said la New Eng- 
land that he ha* always, been very 
careful about hla reputation aa a busi- 
ness man. An anecdote told of him 
In State street, the Wall street of Boa- 
ton, shows how hla aenaitlvensH to 
public oplniuii'oD one occasion proved 
highly profitable to hi* partner and 
himself. 

a run on a bank In whlcb'Captaio 
Week* wa* a director, though he 
owned but I960 of the stock', threat 
ened, so he feared, to injure hla stand- 
ing In the community. He spent a 
day and a night at the bank, pledged 
two-thirds of all tbe property he and 
his partner owned for the payment of 
too bank's debts and put through a re- 
habilitating plan under which the 
shareholder* were assessed 50 per 
cent on their holding*. The bank 
waa saved, but some of tho fright- 
ened shareholders sold out. Their In 
tereata were promptly bought by 
Captain Weeks. The bank: prospered 
and later was combln ' with other 
large banks.

A Sea Battle First 
"The modern cruiser, however, can 
flrht, being covered with armor and 
armed wltb largo gun*. Steaming 39 
knots an hour. It can run all around 
a Beet of dread naughts and pump 
shell* into them from.* long distance 
and from any angle. Our navy must 
hare battle cruisers, besides a great 
many submarines and aeroplane* , If 

we mean to be' In a position where 
we can protect ourselves sgalnat In- 
jury, Insult or dishonor. . * i 

"It should be always remembered,"' 

C*pta1n Weeks went on to aay, " 'that 

our ifavy will Be our"firsT fine 6r"dF ~ 

fense. American ahlp* will meet for- 
eign ship* before there is a battle oa 
shore. If the United States goea to 
war with any nation In Euorpe or 
Asia, the fleet* of the two countries 
will fight for tbe supremacy of the 
sea. • 

"No invading army will set out for 
America until It 1* safe from attack by 
our fleet So long a* our fleet ia afloat, 
no army will venture to start for our 
■bores. Moving troop* from one coun- 
try to another I* *n Immense under- 
taking, even when tt I* aafe to do so. 
Pour hundred large ships, for ex- 
ample, would be required to trans- 
port an army of 250,ooo men from 
Japan to the United Stataa Armies 
traveling by water bare to carry their 
own' artillery, ammunition and horsea 
Japan would not send too large troop 
ships out Into tbe Pacific unless Its 
fleet had fought and defeated pur 
fleet Nor would Germany or any 
other country In Europe attempt aa 
Invasion of the United states *o long 
aa our fleet, deck* cleared, was. wait* 
Ing in the Atlantic. 

"Looking to tbe East, '1 can see no 
probable clangor that la likely to occur ' 
In the near future, unless the allies 
are thorou ah ry beaten by Germany, or 
uniess Germany la thoroughly beaten 
by tbe allies. If the. war la practi- 
cally a draw at the end, the effort* 
Of all the great nation* to maintain an 
equilibrium of power will keep them 
entirely engaged for *oma time with 
their own affair*." ' 

"Do you believe that a trade , war 
against this country will follow th* 
restoration of peace In Europe?" 

"Such a war will come — there la no 
doubt of It Loaded with debt, bur- 
dened with taiatlon. Europe win turn 
with energy and ferocity. to tho work* 
of peace. The factories in Europe, ex- 
cept In Belgium, Poland and Northern 
France, have not been shut down nor 
burned. Indeed, new qnes have been 
hullt. Industrially, save In the place* 
I have named, Europe Is better situ- 
ated now than when tbe war began. 
Fact* to Bs Facia. 

"Things have been speeded dp la 
Great Britain, Germany and Prance. 
Tbe factories, old ones and new ones, 
are running. They will be running 
after - the armies at the front bav*> ■ j&h 
been sent home, but laitead of maaV ~*"^ 
lag cannon and ammunition, a* at . 
present, they will ba operated -nignt 
and day la the production of" good* 
for the American marketa.

- 1. At Lydda (vs. SMS). Caligula, 
emperor of Rome tn A. D. 19. ordered 
-Ms statu* to be erected In Jerusalem 
that be might be worshiped as a god 
then u elsewhere. The excitement 
and conflict which voce In opposition 

to tbli sacrilege luted for two yean, 
during which time Christian pe'raecn 
Uona conned. Folio wing Savl'i visit 
at Jerusalem, and during this time of 
quiet. Peter made ttil* tour of visita- 
tion. Lydas (modern Lurid; Is about 

twenty-live mile* northwest of Jeru- 
salem. -Here dwelt certain ail.its [v. 
Si) literally "holy ones," converted' 
disciples of Christ, not ones of ■pe- 
dal honor, tor all who sre members 

of (he body of Christ, are "salnta" 
(Phil. 1:1). Here also dwelt Aeneas, 
"a certain man," possibly not a believ- 
er, but having great need (t. 26:3:1; 
19:1, 11:8; 9:10), and of years stand 
ing (v. 13). Notice Luke, the physi- 
cian's careful record. Peter must hare 
seen many such, yet this man in one 
Peter "found"; he was evidently loob-

tlmental but practical and his words 
powerful, for back of them was the 
Living and Powerful Christ. He 
knew wbo could work a cure, The 

. long weariness Is to be relieved. Yet 
those day/a of Illness gave time for 
meditation and probably prepared the 
man's heart to respond In faith to 
Peter's word*, Peter does not attract 

attention to himself, but, rather to 
Jesus. His was but to be the Instru- 
ment of the cure. The healing wss a 
means to an end; for when those who 
dwell In Lydds and Sharon (t. ;is> 
beard of the miracle, or ssw this 
healed msn. It wai to them a demon, 
■tratlon of the power of the risen 
r Christ, and they ."turned to the Lord" 
(i. IS). There ts ro comparing Peter 
with modern "healers." Peter's words 
and actions wens a living demonstra- 
tion, not for profit, of the power ot 
Jesus tn his life and testimony. 

II. At Joscta (ts. B«::43). Joppe 
was the only seaport the Jews ever 
possessed for themselves It vraa and 
Is st til a rather lnslgnlflcsnt town, 
and now marks the beginning of the 
railroad leading to Jerusalem, 
miles distant No name Is recorded 
of any of Its rich or prominent cltl- 
tens, only that of an humble 
The record of her life, however.

favorite type of beauty. This "certain 

disciple" was beautiful In life as welt, 
for she was Drat a believer, then a 
doer. We believe In order to do, not 
do tn order to betters.' This woman 
Is an example of the wise and capable 
woman mentioned In pro*. 11:1041. 
a picture well worth studying In these 
days of the "feminist movement" She 

Is a good type to i be followed by 
church women, and by us all In the 
fact that her reputation rested upon 
deeds "which. she did" (r. 3D, not 
ones she was snoot to do, nor did she 
wait for some great opportunity of 
service.. The life of Dorcas reveals 
one of the causes ot the triumph of 
Christianity In the Roman empire. It 
wis a Murco of wonder that those 
eariycfcristlaiu should to love each 
other, - The reason why Dorcss, was 
allowed to die lies In the providence 
of Ood. He loved his work snd thli 
recorded Incident has served to rmlss 
up multitudes ot other Dorcases. Her 
death also reveals that being "fun of 
good works and alma deeds" does not 
aismpt his servants from sickness and 
death, and that Ood evidently has otn-

' With peculiar emphasis this test da- 
Christians ss "bis own." 
Believers are the 
peculiar property 
uf the Lord Jesus 
Christ in at -least 
three ways.

scribes them aa 
those "wbom thou 
hast given me." 
They are also his- 
peculiar property 
by his own por- 
ch a a e, tor be 
bought them with 
bla precious blood 
on the cross of 

Calvary. They belong to him In the 

third place by their own anrrender to 
him. These things, are full of assur- 
ance and of blessing to the believer. 
The fattier will never take back the 
gift he has made to the Son, the Son 
will never give up that which ha has 
purchased st such awful cost, snd 
that- which is- surrendered, be- will 
never allow .to be wrested from him. 
Christians are his own peculiar prop-

All other, 
cares take a secondary place. It Is 
hia care to guard his property.' It 
sometimes seems aa though itio Lord 
4 ess 1 It wit h hie own in s ha rd way. .This 




la because the Christian, like tha child. 
does not understand the "why" of 
many things. Many of the seemingly 
bard things that come to the Chris- 
tian may be but the guarding of the 
Lord's property from dangers unseen 
but to his eye. Agato7.4t.ls the pe- 
culiar care of the Lord. to guide his 
own people. He known what lies slong 
each pathway snd when he seems to 
close a path which looks attractive to 
one of bis own. (hat one can rest 
assured It is because be sees danger 
there or else he sees more blessing 
along some other road. The unknown 
snd untried of the Lord's choosing 
are the onea where richest blesalng 
lies, snd happy 'the Christian who al- 
low* him to guide tbe footsteps. Onco 
more it is his own peculiar cars to 
provide for his own. Many are the 
ways he has for providing for therm. 
Sometimes by natural, sometimes by 
unnatural ways, as In tha case of I'll 
Jah at the brook. The raven* were 
catted to bring meat to the prophet, 
and they were sent to feed Elijah lust 
where the Lord told him to be. Had 
he been' elsewhere he might have 
missed what the Lord bad (or him. 
So the Christian often misses much 
that the Lord has for him by being 
ont of the Lord h place. See to It that 
you sre In God's place for you snd he 
will see to. it, though he must work 
a miracle, that every need of yours 
will he supplied. 

His Own Peculiar Love. 
The peculiar love of the Lord for 
his own covers all their shortcomings 
and their peculiarities. The Lord gra- 
ciously warned Simon Peter of hi* 
coming time of denial, bnt Peter bosst- 
Ingly said he would lsy down his Ufa 
before, he would leave him even. 
When, therefore. Peter to miserably 
failed It might seom that the Lord's 
love would grow a bit cool. 'But In 
aplte of the failure there was no les- 
sening of love, there was no cooling 
or the affection. It was his love thst 
wss tn the look that brought Peter 
to his repentance. Let no Christian 
who may have failed his Lord think 
that the love ot Chrlat has cooled c; 
been diminished. Ha loves with as, 
everlasting love that many water* can- 
not qoench Return unto him snd It 
will be fuiirul that having loved hi* 
own be IGtfW them unto the end in 
spite ot any failures Again some sre 
kept away from him - because they 
Seem to be so backward In . learning 
of him. But he loves In spite of the
